Senator Paul Broyles, Mt. Vern-

educators and teachers. The Senate 
agreed on a voice vote. 


The bill calls for outlawing the 


Communist parly in Illinois and 
oairies top penalties up to 20 years 
in prison and $20,000 fine against 
persons convicted of subversive ac- 
tivities. 


This bill and a. companion meas- 


ure setting up a seditious activities 
investigation commission were ad- 
vanced to passage stage after the 
Senate approved 
seven amend- 


ments and defeated eight others. 


One of the defeated amendments, 


submitted by Senator Elbert Smith, 
Decatur 
Republican, 
sought 
to 


change a ptovision for vesting en- 
forcement of the act in A special 


assistant attorney general. 
He 


would supply state'* attorneys with 
information and evidence for 'pro- 
secuting suspected subversive per- 
sons. 


Smith 
proposed 
that 
enforce- 


ment powers be placed in the 
hands of the stale's attorneys, who 
now handle criminal law prosecu- 
tions. 


Another proposed 
amendment, 


which met defeat, provided that 
the proposed investigating com- 
mission could not investigate any 
church or clergymen without a 
unanimous vote of the commission 
and the written approval of the 
governor. 


Broyles said "No onf has shown

The Oakwood c e m e t e r y 


came through the 1952-53 f is 
cal year in the black, Commis 
sioner L. J. Welch announcec 
Tuesday at a meeting of the 
city council. 


Welch, who heads the departmen 


of public property, said that during 
the year, a deficit of $22,791.17 ac 
cumulated since the opening of the 
cemetery, was cut by $4.212.85 
leaving a present accumulated defi 
cit of $18.578.32. 


According to City Attorney Ger 


aid Jones, the accumulated deficit 
represents the purchase of the Oak- 
lawn addition to the cemetery 
which amounts to approximately 
$13,500. Also, included in the defi- 
cit are costs expended to improve 
the addition. Such improvements 
included the installa\ion of roads 
and engineering costs. 


$2.467 Credit 


However, for the 1952-53 fiscal 


year, the cemetery had a credit 
balnnce 
of J2.467.19 
under 
the 


year's appropriation of 
$18,500, 


Welch said. 


During the last fiscal year, which 


ended at the meeting last night, the 
cemetery spent $16,032.81 of the 
$18.500 appropriation figure, esti 
mated at the beginning of the 1952 
53 year. 


In actual rash, the cemetery col- 


lected a total of $20,245.66 in the 
sale of lots, and income from pay- 
ments for lot care. The income 
then exceeded the $16.032.81 total 
expenditures by $4.212.85, which is 
applied to reduce the accumulated 
deficit of $22.791.17 to $18,578.32.

Welch commended Jake Snyder, 


cemetery superintendent, and his 
wife, receptionist, for the work they 
performed in helping to keep the 
cemetery out of the red on last 
year's operations.

slate. 


The commissioner emphasized 


the fact that work in collecting pay- 
ments for annual lot rare was very 
successful in that 100 per rent 
collections were made. Annual lot 
rare pertains to persons who rose 
to pay for th» upkeep of graves on 
a year to year basis.

WASHINGTON—(JP)—Chairman Bridges (R-NH) sum- 


moned top state and defense department officials to the capi- 
tol today for a full fledged senate appropriations committee 
investigation of atrocities against U. S. prisoners in Korea. 


Bridges asked Gen. Walter Be- 


dell Smith, undersecretary of state, 
to appear with top advisers at 1:30 
p.m. (CST), and top ranking De- 
fense department officials to come 
in an hour later.

Bridges said the officials would 


be questioned at a closed session. 


"We want to get all the informa- 


tion they have* about the 
Red 


atrocities against U.S. and U.N. 
prisoners, ali the background we 
can get on such treatment and 
what they are doing about it now," 
Bridges told reporters. 


"We have to find out the tnith 


about reports that the Reds are 
releasing only a small part of the 
sick and wounded prisoners they 
are holding nnd see what can be 
done about .getting more of our 
people out /)f Korea if this is to 
mean anything." 


Bridges, acting on the basis of 


atrocity accounts given by re- 
turned war prisoners in Korea, de- 
manded sharp protests to the Com- 
munists. The reports from the Far 
East also prompted calls in con- 
gress for renewed efforts to obtain 
inspection of enemy, stockades. 


Ciin't Tolerate It 


"This nation cannot tolerate such 


carryings-on and I trust that we 
will not do so," Bridges said of 
the leports brought back by ex- 
changed Americans. 


These include stories of "death 


marches" over frozen North Korea 
in which hundreds of captured men 
died, bayonctings and beatings, 
food shortages and poor medical 
treatment, and of seriously ill men 
eft behind.

Tied in With Korea? 


The life of the business boom—how clowly ig it ti«d to 


the chances of a truce in Korea? 


Peace would have a quick psychological effect upon con- 


sumer and business thinking. 


But many businessmen agree with Secretary of the 


Treasury Humphrey that other forces—both those sustain- 
ing the boom and those dragging at its heels—could set the 
course of the economy in the next few months whichever way 
the Korean stalemate is resolved. 


Many business observers think that course was already 


pretty well set before the Kremlin began talking peace. 


They think that Washington policies are geared to a 


gradual deflation late this year, to a slowdown in government 
spending, and in industrial plant expansion.

The goal of a stable dollar, or one that will buy a little 


more, means lower prices. 
Farm prices have been on the 


downslope for some time. Many consumer goods prices have 


. followed. And now the basic metal prices are weakening— 


with the notable exception of steel. 


Secretary Humphrey told the annual membership lunch- 


eon of The Associated Press, "There is no reason to fear 
peace." 


This is applauded by those who argue that a business 


- boom built on an armament race always carries with it built- 


in weaknesses. They point out it is sustained by high taxa- 
tion and inflation and that it results in building up arma- 
ments—necessary for defense—but nothing that the people 
can use. 


They argue that a let-up in defense would mean a shift- 


ing of production among industries, but in the long run a 
return to all-out peacetime production would be the best 
thing for the economy.

Taking first things first, scientists 
are currently devoting much work 
to increasing the broad, general 
knowledge of the human cell. In 
this way they're like radio repair- 
men, 
who can't attempt to fix a 


balky set until they first know how 
a radio operates. 


Much of the millions annually 


spent in cancer research is going 
for this vital, although preliminary, 
work. Altogether, the American 
Cancer society says, some l.SOO 
scientists are involved in trying to 
solve the riddle of cancer. Last 
year, the expenditure for research 
by all agencies amounted to more 
than $15,000,000. 


* * * 


Another basic problem for can- 


cer research is "the test." Doctors 
and the man in the street alike are 
dreaming of a great day when 
there'll be a 
quick, dependable 


test, which will detect beginning 
rancer like a chest X-ray discovers 
beginning tuberculosis. 


Some tests have been announced, 


but the results, while encouraging, 
have not yet been universally suc- 
cessful. These have used blood, 
irine and even skin electricity in 
heir atempts to diagnose cancer. 
But they've failed to live up to the 
dreamy expectations for one rea- 
son—so far, no one has found that 
cancer works a basic, measurable 
change in any human body func- 
ion. 
Those are the patrol skirmishes 


n th« cancer war. But the main 
sction, involving most of the time 
nd money in cancer research, is 


directed to the actual curing of 
he disease. 
Since the cause is not definitely 
nown. scientists are attacking it 
rom dozens of angles. They are 
(tempting to find a cure chemi- 


cally—a wonder drug that can de- 
stroy cancer like penicillin de- 
stroys flu, or an inhibitor that can 
control cancer like insulin controls 
diabetes. 
• * * 


They are working with sex hor- 


mones the chemicals secreted by 
the sex glands, 
which seem to 


have some effect on cancer. In 
experiments, some hormones have 
been found to speed the growth of 
cancer, others to slow it down. 
These seem to have most hope in 
treating breast cancer in women, 
and prostate cancer in men. 


They are working with viruses, 


which have also shown some lab- 
oratory results. In experimental 
animals, viruses have 
attacked 


cancer tissue. So far, however. 


they also attack normal tissue, but 
perhaps a strain of virus can be 
developed which will be selective 
Attempts at using these viruses on 
humans l?ave not yet shown many 
results. 


They 
are 
working with new 


types of radiation, to increase the 
scope of this type of treatment. 
New radioactive materials, many 
from atomic piles, are being tested. 
Radioactive iodine seems to be ol 
value in treating cancer of the 
thyroid; radioactive gold in cancer 
of the prostate; radioactive cobalt 
in certain other internal cancers; 
radioactive 
phosphorus 
in 
skin 


cancers. 


They are working with gas, par- 


ticularly the dangerous poison gas, 
nitrogen mustard. Some tests, be- 
gun during World War II, have in- 
dicated this gas and certain of Its 
derivatives may someday prove of 
value m treating blood cancers. At 
present, certain nitrogen mustard 
compounds are in accepted use. 


Mimt people hope that, eventual- 


ly, one substance will be found 
which will cure all cancers. Sci- 
ence shares that hope. At the mo- 
ment, m laboratories across the 
country, countless chemicals are 
being tested. 


They bear stiange, as yet unfa- 


miliar names, like a-methoptenn, 
TEPA and urethane.. Sometimes 
they're just numbered. Research- 
ers at New York's vast Sloan-Ket- 
tering Institute have already test- 
ed 
some 
16,000 
different com- 


pounds. The National Cancer In- 
stiute, in Bethesda, Md., has also 
screened many thousands of chem- 
icals.

from one youngster to another, 
and a boy who seems small up to 
his teens may suddenly shoot up 
and end considerably taller than 
those who were bigger than h« at 
an earlier age. 


For practical purposes it should 


also be said that there is no spe- 
cial injection, exercise, or food 
which has. much effect. The diet 
'almost certainly has something to 
do with height, but a well-balanced 
diet with enough to eat is probably 
all that is necessary. There Is a 
possibility that vitamin B-12 will 
be useful in this respect and time 
will tell. 


These questions, however, 
do 


bring up some interesting 
mat- 


ters about growth in general. The 
human body grows most rapidly 
before birth. Increase in size con- 
tinues to be rather fast for a year 
afterwards — on the average a 
baby's birthweight is tripled in the 
first year. Height and weight keep 
increasing until maturity, though 
more slowly and irregularly. 


There is a more or less normal 


pattern of growth for ea c h child. 
One of the most ingenious ways 
of measuring this pattern is by 
means of the Wetzel grid, which if 
followed for long enough seems to 
show whether a particular child is 
growing as he or she should. 


If the child is not growing sat- 


isfactorily the grid will help to 
show whether some changes should 
be made in the diet, or whether 
some tests or other measures 
should be taken for underlying ill- 
ness. 
SIZE RUNS IN FAMILIES 


There are many things which in- 


fluence growth. To some extent 
size runs in families; if the par- 
ents are unusually tall, the chil- 
dren are likely to be above aver- 
age in this respect also. 


Climate may have something to 


do with the picture also. Sex is a 
factor: boys on the average when 
fully grown are taller and heavier 
than girls, though at 11 or 12 years 
old, girls are often bigger than 
boys of the same age. 


Studies of college students hav« 


shown that for at least three gen- 
erations the sons have averaged 
greater height and weight than 
their fathers. This is interesting 
but what exactly causes it it 
rather obscure.

Living Cost 
Index Shows 
Slight Rise 


WASHINGTON 
— (.ft — 
The 


government reported today that 
living costs edged up fractionally 
between mid-February and mid- 
March. This reversed a three- 
month downward trend. 


The Bureau of I^ibor Statistics 


said its consumers price index 
rose two-tenths of one per cent 
over the month. This brought the 
index to 113.6. 


The index uses average prices 


of 1947-49 as a base of 100. 


The living cost level is present 


ly only about one-half of one pe 
cent off the record 
established 


last November when the index was 
114.3. 


Actually living costs have re 


mained stable and changed ver; 
little since last fall. 


Moreover, the bureau reportec 


today that removal of governmen 
price and wage controls has hac 
"little effect on retail prices into 
April." 


Summing up the price situation 


the bureau said: 


"There were sizable increases 


after controls were ended in ">< 
retail prices of cigarets, 
coffee 


gasoline and fuel oil, but no other 
important cost of living items were 
a f f e c t e d at that time. 
The 


groups which are predominently 
service groups have continued to 
edge upward, but food, appare 
and house furnishings are general- 
ly lower ago." 


Many labor unions have con- 


tracts tied to the living cost index 
so that wage rates rise and fall 
according to index changes?. How- 
ever, only one or two relatively 
small labor contracts are affected 
by today's figure.
